Evans, there will be sixteen battleships. 
The flags of at least twelve other pow- 
ers will flutter over their respective 
craft. 

Only Japan will be missing of all the 
great maval stations. Vhe Japanese ships 
‘must come all the way from the Far 
Fast and thev started with the idea 
that the exposition would open on May 
13. That will be the three hundredth an- 
niversary of the janding at Jamestown. 
A&A great feature of the exposition 
the’ government pier.
